Does the loafer get more gut of col¬ 
lege than the athlete, thy over-burd¬ 
ened undergraduate leader, or the 
grind? IT statistics mean anything 
he docs not—the undergraduate lead¬ 
er or the scholar has a much greater 
chance for distinction in after lire 
1 halt the loafer, On the other hand, 
there ia much sane argument against 
n man bring loo busy in college. As 
Stevenson puts it in his “Apology for 
Idlers,*’ '■ People should lie a good deal 
idle in youth. Extreme bustneae 
whether in school or college is a symp¬ 
tom of deficient vitality.” 

Vet undergraduates seem to have 
taken Stevenson absolutely nl his 
word—have become thoroughly im¬ 
bued with his philosophy. Every 
year, some one Irik us that most men 
can easily “gel by” their courses if 
they average an hour's work a day 
Some men can—whether most men 
can is a question. Yet the fact re¬ 
mains that there are many men in 
college who tie not even average that 
hour What they dn with their time 
is a mystery, even to them. An out¬ 
sider, knowing their daily schedule, 
would wonder that they are not bored 
to tears 

But our particular quarrel is not 
with the man who neglects Ids class 
work. It seems impossible for any 
college to rid itself of men who re¬ 
fuse to become interested in anything 
that savors of the words, “class," “re¬ 
quired,” or "curriculum," Such men 
may be of some use to the college and 
may benefit themselves in other ways. 
But he who is hopeless and useless in 
college lift* or in any life is the man 
who refuses tn think on any subject. 
This man come* to college, as he gnus 
to his meals, because he considers col¬ 
lege an easier tusk than working. He 
drifts through aimlessly, doing noth¬ 
ing; he leaves here "educated/* but 
educated to do nothing. 

All men can't be scholars—but all 
men in any college can spend nl least 
part of their time thinking. If they 
refuse to think of their work, let them 
think of how to avoid work, of how 
D. W. Griffith or some other movie di¬ 
rector could have improved his latest 
film, of why Alexander Hall was built 
as it is; nr if they have a good con- 
caption of their own abilities, let them 
think of a perfect social system; to 
think of anything, as long as they are 
thinking. For unless they develop the 
power of thinking, their college car¬ 
reer is a dead failure .—Daily Frince- 
toftian. 


THE HEAR ST NEWS 


As moulders of public opinion, as 
forums for the discussion of public 
questions, as well as purveyors of 
ucsvs, the great newspapers of the 
country have repeatedly demonstrat¬ 
ed the power nf the press for good in 
ihe community and in the nation, it 
is when this power is unrighteously 
wielded, when it is prostituted to lhe 
ignoble purpose of fomenting class 
hatred and international suspicion, 
that it become n menace. This is 
the situation which now confronts us 
tis a result of utterances of what 
Philip Gibbs has called America's 
“gutter press." 

Any in 1 lion by Great Britain today 
is misinterpreted by llearst to suit 
his own ends. A dinner at which Vis¬ 
count Grey ami Herbert Hoover were 
alleged to have been present was 
pointed out ns an example of the ki¬ 
te tTo mice of England in American 
politics. The proposed auction of the 
interned German liners afforded a 


ci nvanient pretext fur illustrating 
bow America was attempting to sacri¬ 
fice her ships to swell the British 
naval reserve. Each of the situations 
alleged to exist have been shown to bo 
entirely Fictitious. On the ethical 
principle that an implied lie is no 
Icks a lie than a similar assertion, the 
newspapers controlled by William 
Randolph Hearst arc Imbued with the 
spirit of falsehood. 

Pro-Germanism constituted a men¬ 
ace; we met and we conquered it. Bol¬ 
shevism js a menace; we are meeting 
it and we shall conquer it. More sub- 
lie and Insidious, and hence more 
dangerous; morn clever and more al¬ 
luring. and hence more elusive* is 
the menace nf Hearstism; we shall 
meet it. and we must conquer ii.
